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P.O. Receipts 
Assure First 
Class Rating 


Postoffice receipts climbed to 
a new high of $53,424 during 
1940, showing an increase of 
about $7,500 over 1939 and as­ 
suring Palm Springs of f i r s t 
class rating, it was disclosed 
yesterday by Postmaster R. M. 
Gorham. 
Hitherto the city has had sec­ 
ond class rating. 
Last year it 
barely failed of the required 
mark, the total being $46,132.60, 
with a net just slightly less than 
the $40,000 required. 
The total of $53,424 in 1940 as­ 
sures a net of around $43,000. In 
rating postoffices, the department 
deducts a total of approximately 
15 percent of the gross in such 
cases as Palm Springs where 
there is no carrier service and be­ 
cause of the change from two 
cent to three cent postage. 
Big Increase 
The figure for 1940 is all the 
more impressive when it is con­ 
sidered that the 1939 mark show­ 
ed only slight increase over the 
$45,987 total for 1938. 
While the change from second 
to first class will not materially 
affect postoffice patrons, Gorham 
pointed out, it probably will 
achieve added equipment and 
facilities for the local department. 
Figures for the December quar­ 
ter in 1940 showed a substantial 
increase over the previous year, 
the mark being $18,868 as com­ 
pared with $16,956 in 1939.

Business Inuease 
Shown in Bank's 
Monthly Report 


A nother period of 
increasing 
business activity in C alifornia and 
the F ar West is reported in a re­ 
view of N ovem ber business just 
released by local Bank of A m er­ 
ica officials. The review w as com­ 
piled by the bank’s analysis and 
research departm ent. 
The bank’s index of 
w estern 
business reached 120, an advance 
of eight points over last O ctober 
and 12 points over N ovem ber of 
last year.

D epartm ent store sales rose 11 
percent over O ctober and 10 per­ 
cent over a y ear ago, w hich m ade 
N ovem ber this year the best in 
m ore than ten years. 
Factory employment, continuing 
its upw ard trend, showed a gain 
of four percent over O ctober and 
18 percent over November, 1939.

California are operating a t t h e 
highest levels in their histories.

THE CHUCKAWALLA 
Sauromalus obesus 


The largest lizard inhabiting 
our deserts is the chuckawalla, 
and although perfectly harmless, 
he has elicited as m uch notoriety 
as the poisonous gila m onster of 
Arizona. W hen fully grown the 
chuckaw alla w ill attain a length 
of eighteen inches and a w idth 
of four. In color he varies from 
deep brown to gray o r even dark 
black, w ith orange-red beads on 
his sides. His tail is thickened 
and stumpy, covered w ith hard 
grayish-w hite plates. The young 
chuckaw alla in no w ay resembles 
the adult and is, instead, long 
and slender and brilliantly m ark­ 
ed black and yellow, and has his 
tail alternately ringed to the tip. 
The chuckaw alla never 
ven­ 
tures far from the rock-pile which 
is his home. There h e will spend 
probably ninety percent of his 
life, only venturing from its shel­ 
ter 
on 
short 
food 
excursions. 
Often from the car 
you 
may 
glimpse a chuckaw alla sunning 
him self on some large boulder or 
pointed rock, but by the tim e you 
have stopped to investigate, he 
w ill have vanished, so w ary is 
he of intruders into his domain. 
Swells Up 


W ith most lizards, defense is a 
m atter of flight. Not so with the 
the chuckaw alla. A lthough he is 
very agile if pursued and can 
leap forw ard very rapidly, 
he 
m akes it a point not to be caught 
out in the open. If h e should be 
surprised w hile foraging, he will 
plunge into his rock pile, slide 
in betw een tw o gritty rock faces, 
and commence to gulp down air 
as rapidly as possible. Quickly his 
sides are inflated and he swells 
up to alm ost double his normal 
size. As he inflates, the scales of 
his 
back 
are 
w edged 
tightly 
against the rough 
rock-surface 
above. It is alm ost impossible to 
extricate such a chuckaw alla by 
tugging at his tail. This was a 
problem to th e desert Indians who 
deem ed the flesh of this lizard a 
great delicacy, and they solved it 
by resorting to a cruel but effec­ 
tive device. W ith a sharp-pointed 
stick they w ould puncture the u n ­ 
fortunate chuckaw alla’s sides, and 
once deflated, he could be pulled 
readily from the crevice. 
W hen he is unable to reach his 
rock pile in tim e, the chuckaw alla 
w ill try to scare you aw ay by 
hissing loudly. If this fails, he will 
lash out angrily w ith his plated 
tail and deliver a pow erful blow. 
He w ill also snap a t you, and a l­ 
though his teeth are small, he 
can draw blood. However, since 
he possesses neither fangs nor 
poison blands, he is quite harm ­ 
less. Ju st as the horned lizard, if 
sufficiently agitated, w ill 
eject 
backw ard a fine jet of blood from 
his eyes, so w ill the chuckaw alla 
but the liquid thus em itted in 
this case is not blood bu t a wa 
tery fluid. 
The purpose of this 
“spraying” is probably to startle 
the enem y for a few precious sec 
onds to perm it escape. 
Enemies of th e chuckaw alla are 
few because of his bulk, his rocky 
habitat, and his very tough hide. 
N ext to the Indians his greatest 
foes are undoubtedly the larger 
birds of prey, haw ks and eagles. 
O ther enemies are the w andering 
carnivores, such as th e coyote and 
desert bob cat. 
Lays Eggs 


Chuckavvallas 
are 
oviparous; 
that is, they hatch th eir y o u n g 
from eggs w hich they lay. Since 
these eggs a re laid during the 
fall of the year deep among the 
rocks, no one has actually learn­ 
ed exactly w hen they are laid, 
how m any are laid, or w hen they 
hatch. This is but one of the 
m any unsolved desert mysteries. 
In diet this lizard, like the des­ 
ert quail and w oodrat, is a strict

vegetarian. He takes advantage 
of the spring and sum m er flow ­ 
er-shows and gobbles down the 
fresh 
blossoms 
in 
prodigous 
am ounts, storing up fat in his 
hind legs and in his tail for those 
long w inter m onths w hen there 
is no available food. 
In early 
spring w hen he 
first 
emerges 
from hibernation, a thinner more 
gaunt-looking creature cannot be 
imagined. It is in this weakened 
state that his enem ies take their 
greatest toll. 
In captivity 
the chuckaw alla 
will eat alm ost any plant 
food 
proffered. One w hich I kept for 
over a year had a passion for 
dandelions and would gulp down 
over thirty blossoms every day if 
they w ere available. 
These he 
swallowed w hole w ithout chew ­ 
ing and seem ed 
to 
recognize 
m ainly by th eir color. If I sub­ 
m itted a pile of yellow coreopsis, 
he would devour perhaps a full 
third of them before realizing he 
had been tricked. Then he would 
stop abruptly and back aw ay in 
apparent disgust. 
Chuckawalla’s Delight 
In the desert w ilds the chuck­ 
aw alla 
feeds 
upon 
w hatever 
plants he chances upon, but even 
am ong these he has 
favorites. 
O ften he has been seen clim bing 
high into brittle-bushes, . avidly 
sw allowing the blossoms. B urro- 
bush and creosote flowers are also 
enjoyed. Edm und Jaeger, in his 
recent flower book, has given the 
vernacular nam e of C huckaw al­ 
la’s D elight to the flower known 
as “Bebbia júncea,” since it is so 
m uch relished by this lizard. This 
plant is common on the Tahquitz 
Canyon fan. 
The chuckaw alla is w idely dis­ 
tributed over the deserts of the 
Southw est, even being found in 
the G rand C anyon of Arizona! 
W ater seems to present no real

C huckaw allas are especially 
comm on in certain areas of our 
ow n Colorado D esert, though not 
often seen by th e traveler, and a 
m ost picturesque and 
not 
too 
thoroughly-explored 
range 
of 
m ountains due east of Indio was 
nam ed the Chuckaw alla 
moun­ 
tains because of the abundance 
there of these lizards. 
W hereas the sidew inder 
will 
die w ithin ten m inutes w hen ex­ 
posed to the direct rays of a 
sum m er sun, th e chuckawalla is 
capable of w ithstanding intense 
tem peratures for almost half an 
hour. 
However, 
if the ground 
tem perature rises above 117 de­ 
grees, the chuckaw alla w ill die; 
th at tem perature is the maximum 
he is able to survive, say Drs. Bo- 
gert and Cowles, who have ex­ 
perim ented extensively upon des­ 
ert reptiles. 
F o r short periods 
chuckaw allas can stand 
rather 
low tem peratures, almost freez­ 
ing. One which I took to M ontana 
escaped from his cage one eve­ 
ning and was found next morning 
apparently frozen stiff, incapable 
of any movement. B ut after being 
in the warm sun for an hour, he 
revived and becam e as active as 
before. 
Name Meaning Unknown 


The meaning of the 
common 
name "chuckaw alla” is not defi­ 
nitely known, bu t it is thought to 
be of Indian derivation. A com­ 
mon misspelling of it is to omit 
the first “a”: chuckw alla. 
If you are keen on seeing a live 
chuckaw alla in its native haunts, 
go to the Joshua Tree National 
M onum ent and v isit the W onder­ 
land of Rocks n ear Keyes’ ranch. 
Look for a dark patch on the top 
of one of the huge boulders and 
approach it cautiously. You may 
be rew arded by seeing a lazy 
chuckaw alla sunning himself, but 
do not be surprised if he takes 
alarm and dives into a crevice. 
Be patient, as you must w ith all 
wild creatures: one glimpse of a 
living chuckaw alla is well worth 
a long wait.
